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Senate passes tax bill, 
but details still in flux

Hours after the pre-dawn 
passage of a $1.5 trillion tax 


cut, President Donald Trump 


suggested for the first time 
Saturday that he would con- 
sider a higher corporate rate 
than the one Senate Repub- 
licans had just endorsed, in 


remarks that could complicate 
sensitive negotiations to pass 
a final bill. 

On his way to New York for 
three fundraisers, Trump told 
reporters that the corporate 
tax rate in the GOP plan 
might end up rising to 22 
percent from 20 percent. 

Lawmakers in both the 
House and Senate had fought 
hard to keep the corporate rate 
low, with the Senate late Friday 


rejecting a Republican-backed 
proposal to push it up to 21 
percent in exchange for more 
working-family tax breaks. 
The Senate passed the final 
version of its bill on a 51- 
to-49 vote just before 2 a.m. 
Saturday, with Sen. Bob Cork- 
er, Tenn., as the lone Repub- 
lican voting against it on con- 
cerns that it would drive up 
the federal deficit. Democrats 
howled that the bill was not 


released until hours before 
passage, with lobbyist-driven 
handwriting still present on 
the final version.

Daughter of homicide No. 120 wants 
you to know Dad was not just number

KeyShanna Jackson drew a 
breath and walked into the au- 
tumn grass of a park in Kansas 
City’s Northeast neighborhood 
filled with strangers gathered 
for a vigil. 

No doubt some of them were 
drug addicts. Some prostitutes, 


surely. 

She had thought nobody 
would care about Harlan Dun- 
bar. 

Dunbar, her father, had in the 
middle of the afternoon on Oct. 
26 been shot and killed in the 
street at this same park at Sev- 
enth and Norton Streets — ina 
stretch of the city that has long 
shouldered many of the city’s 
homeless and addicted. 


The people on these streets 
have long been vulnerable to 
violence, but a rash of murders 
and violence this fall has scared 
many who thought they’d 
numbed to fear. 

Dunbar was No. 120 in Kan- 
sas City’s year of homicides — 
and the third of five murders in 
the streets along this Independ-
